Associate Justice Brewer 
Classes Lynchers

MILWAUKEE, July 14—"Every man 
who participate* in the lynching or the 
burning of a negro is a murderer, pure 
and simple.” 
This opinion was given by Associate 
Justice David J Brewer of the supreme 
c o u r t of the United States, who is in the 
city on private business. 
“Of course,” explained Judge Brewer, 
there may be extenuation which might 
vary the degree of the crime. but. the 
principal participants in the crime can 


be held by any court in the land 
murder in the second degree as if UH 
crime were committed by an individual. 
"There is going to be a reaction against 
the atrocious crim es with which the pa­ 
pers have been filled. 
The fact that tht 
people are now interesting themselves Ii 
the discussion of this problem makej 
manifest tho fact that there is a tendency 
toward a change. 
I expect that it will 
come soon. 
I cannot say what form ii 
will take, but there will be an uprising 
of popular feeling against lynching thai 
will result in legislation or a remedy ol 
some other form.’’

travel. 
The street railway com pany w’as or­ 
dered over two m onths ago to make the 
necessary repairs and the officials of 
the road claim that the special work 
has been ordered, but that there has 
been a delay in its receipt. 
The m ay­ 
or says that he Is In earnest and will 
order the closing of the thoroughfare to 
electric street railway traffic W ednes­ 
day morning unless a definite time Is 
set by the company for the work to 
be done. 
The m ayor thinks th a t two 
weeks is sufficient, and he is willing to 
allow the company th at time. 
The Issuance of the ultim atum yes­ 
terday resulted from another break In 
the overhead construction at the local­ 
ity where the mayor w ants the tracks 
repaired. 
During the past two months 
three breaks have occurred In the trol­ 
ley wires and several narrow' escapes 
have occurred to people passing and to 
horses with the falling of the trolley 
wires. 
There are innum erable wires at the 
junction of the four streets, and as the 
locality is one of the most traversed in 
the entire city, the m ayor says that he 
was led to adopt drastic m easures in 
dealing with the situation. 
After the 
break yesterday morning he ordered 
city electrician Heselton to notify the 
com pany to repair all its trolley wires 
and guard wires last and divisions sup­ 
erintendent McKay agreed to 
comply 
and have a force of men at 
work 
all night after the cars stop running. 
W ith the ultim atum Issued regarding 
the repairing of tho tracks which will 
require a complete set of new' tracks, 
switches and cross-overs, the answer 
of the officials of the street railway is 
awaited with interest, ns Mayor F lan­ 
ders declares that unless it is received 
W ednesday he will close the street to 
electric ear traffic, and this action will, 
it Is expected, result in Ihga I proceed­ 
ings.

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Socialism’s Marvelous Growth In Germany 
T 


U E groat show of strength by the 
Social Democrats of Germany 
at the recent elections in that 
country has aroused not only 
Germany but the outside world 
to the realization of the growing power 
of socialism. 
From 210.000 votes in U71 
to more than 3,000.000 in 1903 is a giant 
stride, but that is just the stride taken 
by the German Socialists, who have thus 
fulfilled the preda tions of their bril­ 
liant leader, Ferdinand August Babel, 
that the balloting would prove that 
socialism now has a stronger hold on 
the hearts of the German people than 
It ever had before. 
The magnitude of 
the party’s victory is emphasized by 
the fact that it was attained despite the 
unjust apportionment which favors the 
agricultural districts at the expense of 
the industrial centers and the cities. 
If 
it were not for this gerrymander, the 
Social I temocratic party would have 
about 125 seats in the reichstag instead 
of eighty-one and the now powerful 
Clericals not more than seventy-five, or 
thirty less than they hold today. As it 
is, however, the Socialists are rejoic­ 
ing; they have given the kaiser pause. 
Just what policy William II. will now 
pursue toward the ever growing party 
is problematical, though there are not 
a few who incline to the opinion that he 
may come off his figurative high horse 
and extend the hand of friendship to 
the Socialists. 
It will be remembered 
that there was a time when the kaiser 
interested 
himself 
mightily 
in 
the 
amelioration of the laboring classes of 
his empire, but his enthusiasm soon 
died away, lusting, indeed, little more 
than two years, since which time he 
has applied some rather harsh terms to 
the very people for whom he was plan­ 
ning to accomplish much. 
The cause of his changed attitude is 
said to lie in the fact that William IT. 
had hoped to scotch socialism by kind- I 
ness, w hereas the Socialist party grew J 
steadily in numbers and infiuenee. 
It [ 
may now very easily' happen, accord 
ing to the argument in certain quar­ 
ters, that the kaiser will return to his 
twro year policy', but from a very differ­ 
ent 
motive—-the 
realization 
that 
as 
socialism has apparently come to stay 
it will be futile for him to attem pt to I 
thwart the Socialists’ higher aims and 
th at,'b y arriving at an understanding 
with them, he may be able to dissuade 
them from or to moderate their more 
extreme demands. The kaiser above all 
things desires to maintain the integ­ 
rity of the empire and has already gone 
to great lengths to bring warring ele­ 
ments together. 
It would be but a fit­ 
ting cap to these efforts to see him act­ 
ing as peacemaker between such oppo­ 
sites as the Conservatives and the So- j 


elal Democrats. 
Of course it might 
se* rn a little incongruous after the hard 
words he has used, but to a man of the 


seats from Berlin. 
Bismarck began to 
bestir himself. 
His efforts to discipline 
the Socialists had been b l o c k e d to soma 
extent, 
but in 
the excitement 
occa­ 
sioned by an attempted assassination 
of the emperor the chancellor succeed­ 
ed in dissolving parliament and elect­ 
ing a majority that would do as he 
wished. 
A stringent coercion law was 
at once passed. Socialist clubs and jour­ 
nals were placed under a ban, all meet­ 
ings were strictly prohibited and efforts 


ed with the anarchists, however. 
As 
expressed by the founders of the party, 
the ultimate object of the Hocia1 Dem­ 
ocrats is tho abolition of the present 
forms of government and the substitu­ 
tion of a form in which labor interests 
will be supreme; the abolition of pri­ 
vate competition, its place being taken 
by 
associations of workingmen; 
the 
equitable 
distribution 
of 
production 
among the producers, and the vesting 
of the ownership of land and capital in 


the people, associated as ti co-operative 
commonwealth.

N o w that we are a city of IOO,Obi population. It is high time to consider 
the expediency of building up a greater Lowell by got bering In the suburban 
tow ns that dra g out an unprogressive existence without the hope of any real 
development. 
We are actually hampered for room and space in which to expand at 
ease. 


Take our principal streets for example. 
What an advantage 
It 
would 
have been if Central street were tw ice as broad aa it is; what a blessing 
lf we had no streets as narrow as Winter street; but Hill the city 
govern­ 
ment perm its the laying out of more narrow 
streets, which In time will 
be crowded centres of population with breathing space at a premium and tho 
avenues left f i r public thoroughfares wholly deficient. 
W e should hav e more space, a n d we should exp and on a g ra n d e r scale 
than we have been doing. 
Our new streets should be wider than the old, they should be laid out 
with trees and fountains and the houses should be set further apart so that 
the evils of overcrowding may be overcome as much as possible. 
W hat a vast advantage it would be lf we could have streets in our city 
as wide and healthy ss those of Billerica or some similar town. 
W e have not the space to warrant such liberal expansion; but we should 
have It. 
Thousands of acres In the suburban townships hic undeveloped and will 
•o remain for generations unless the territory be annexed to Lowell. 
The part of Tewksbury known 
un Wiggtnvllle should be annexed 
for 
pl it s own good mainly, and out Andover street way there is splendid residen­ 
tial territory that nobody wants unless it be annexed to Lowell. 
To settle 
upon it me ans to lack the advantages offered by our 
city 
In 
point 
of 
schools, wate r supply, and tire protection. 
Better for Lowell and better for 
Tewksbury that nil this territory were annexed. 
Dracut and Chelmsford are endeavoring to get a water supply from Low­ 
ell, but the hest way to get it and to get till tho other advantages offered 
by our city is to join us and share our future destiny. 
Out In the direction of Pelham, too, there is splendid territory that might 
be added to Lowell for development. 
Cities usually In this climate grow to w ards the west. 
Lowell has already 
crept up the river, although originally she crept 
down 
the 
river 
front 
Chelmsford; but of late a great m any buildings have been erected on the 
Intervening space so that the city a n d the town are now alm ost geo graphic­ 
ally merged in one. 
Better for both to be one, be tte r far for the to w n to e n ­ 
te r our municipality and undergo the rapid development which only a city 
can guarantee. 
N othing can better Illustrate the advantages of annexation than a dis­ 
tinct example. 
Therefore, let one to w n - s a y Dracut —be annexed 
first 
so 
that the resulting progress and development may convince the other adjoining 
tow ns of the utter foolishness of remaining outside our borders any longer. 
Dracut, one of the oldest towns in this vicinity, would 
undergo more veal 
developm ent in ten years as a part of the city of Lowell than it has done 
as a town in the last hundred years. 
This would be the first step to a greater Lowell to Include nil the adjoin­ 
ing towns and perhaps a part of Tyngshorn aud Pelham. 
It is to be regretted th a t towns a r e so reluctant 
to seek Im provem ent 
through an ne xa tion to a city. 
T hey s t a n d in the way of their ow n a d v a n c e ­ 
ment without a w a te r supply, without good schools and without tire pro ­ 
tection and proper sewerage. 
It m a y be urged that taxes are lower In Dracut than In Lowell. 
Per­ 
h a p s th ey are but what do residents of Dracut get for their taxes compared 
to what the people of Lowell get? 
These towns will n ever amount to a n y ­ 
thing until they become part and parcel of the Greater Lowell. 
The city of Lowell will be s e v e n t y - five years old in 1911. 
That would be 
a good time to celebrate the g r a n d e u r of the Greater Lowell. 
In the next 
eight years these to w ns should all be annexed. 
Otherwise Lowell will be 
more hampered still a nd the to w n s will be as backward and unprogressive 
as ever. 
With the vast plumber of electric lines now ente rin g the 
city and the 
certainty of electric freights 
to assist In farming enterprises, 
the develop­ 
ment of these towns lf annexe d would be marvellous. 
They have been 
asleep for generation*. 
It is time for them to wake up ti* the possibilities 
of developing their own resources. 
By themselves Individually they never 
can accomplish an yth ing. 
Their only hope lies in annexation to Lowell. 
W ith the adjoining towns a nnexed L ow ell’s population would be so increas­ 
ed that in 1936 when the city will cele bra te 
its centennial, 
the 
population 
would probably be 200,000. 
Wit h such a prospect a h ea d is It not time to 
set to work In building up this G re a te r L ow ell?

of Justice without giving the culprit th e benefit of a trlnl they string him 
to a tree or a telegraph pole or else subject him to the cruel torture of 
burning at the stake. 
Assuredly It does not require a su p r e m e court Judge to tell the people 
th at this Is murder, but strange to sa y not all the executive 
a n d 
judicial 
powers in the land seem ready to assert 
their 
force 
in 
bringing 
sin h 
murderers to justice. 
The firmness, the courage an d the respect for the law 
necessary to rope with such crim es and In the end to 
s t a m p 
th e m 
out 
seem s to he lacking. 
If governors of states, sheriffs and Jailers would follow J u d g e Brewers' 
advice and treat the lync hers as m u r d e re rs and punish th em as such, ly n c h ­ 
ing would soon be stopped.

By Associated Press to The Sun 
HAVERHILL, July 14.—Mayor F la n ­ 
ders yesterday issued an ultim atum to 
the officials of the Boston & N orthern 
street railway and gave notice th at he 
would order Supt, of Streets W escott 
to tear up the tracks at the junction 
of Merrimac, Main, W ater and Bridge 
streets and blockpave th a t section, u n ­ 
less a definite answ er is received by 
Wednesday as to when the street rail­ 
way tracks a t th a t point "will be re ­ 
paired. 
The highway a t the junction of the 
four streets is covered with a network 
of special construction tracks W’hich 
has not been repaired since the electric 
road was constructed, 
in 
1893. The 
tracks in m any places are broken, with 
the frogs and cross-overs out of place, 
and Mayor Flanders claims that their 
present condition Is dangerous to public 
travel. 
The street railway company was o r­ 
dered over two m onths ago to make the 
necessary repairs and the officials of 
the road claim th a t the special work 
has been ordered, but that there has 
been a delay In its receipt. 
The m a y ­ 
or says that he is In earnest and will 
order the closing of the thoroughfare to 
electric street railw ay traffic W ednes­ 
day morning unless a definite time is 
set by the com pany for the work to 
be done. 
The m ayor thinks that two 
weeks is sufficient, and he is willing to 
allow’ the com pany that time. 
The Issuance of the ultim atum yes­ 
terday resulted from another break in 
the overhead construction at the local­ 
ity where the m ayor w ants the tracks 
repaired. 
During the past two months 
three breaks have occurred in the trol­ 
ley wires and several narrow’ escapes 
have occurred to people passing and to 
horses with the falling of the trolley 
wires. 
There are Innumerable wires at the 
junction of the four streets, and as the 
locality is one of the most traversed in 
the entire city, the mayor says that he 
was led to adopt drastic measures in 
dealing with the situation. 
After the 
break yesterday morning he ordered 
city electrician Heselton to notify the 
com pany to repair all its trolley wires 
and guard wires last and divisions sup­

W ednesday he will close the street to 
electric car traffic, end this action will, 
it is expected, result In ^egal proceed­ 
ings.

in Louisiana an d the eloquence which 
m a de him m a s t e r of 
m a n y men in 
gre at political struggles, overcame the 
deadly purpose of 400 lynchers. 
It was in his own parish, St. M ary ’s, 
th a t he accomplished the marvel of 
tu rning aside the mob. 
Scores of men 
ha ve been 
lynched there for crimes 
less terrible t h a n th a t of which the 
wretch lying in the jail was accused. 
He had a tte m p te d 
to 
assault Mrs. 
Rene H abert, the wife of a prominent 
plante r of St. M a r y ’s parish. 
Senato r Fost er hurried to the h o u s e 
of Ju d g e Allen and Ju d g e Smith was 
also called into 
consultation. 
The 
three went to the Jail and waited. The 
mob w as expected at midnight. 
Tt 
ap peared on time. 
The leaders made 
a de m a n d for the 
keys, 
expecting 
noth ing more t h a n formal opposition. 
Instead of the sheriff there ap peared 
at a window of 
the Jail 
the best 
known m a n in St. M a r y ’s parish, twice 
gov ernor of the state and now IT. S. 
senator—perhaps the only m a n in the 
c o u n tr y who could c o m m a n d them to 
listen to him. 
He boldly a tta ek ed the mob for a t ­ 
te m pting a lynching, an d before it re ­ 
covered from Its surprise he told them 
th a t the district judge would move the 
m a ch in e ry of the law so swiftly th a t 
there was no excuse for their taking 
the punis hm ent of the 
accused 
i n t o 
their own h a rd s . 
In the m orning a 
special J u r y will he d raw n and the 
netrro will be tried 
immediately, 
he 
told the mob. 
Then, s u m m o n i n g a1! his powers of 
eloquence, {Senator Footer made an im ­ 
passioned appeal 
to those who had 
come there to kill, not to soil tho h is­ 
tory of the state with a n o th e r lync h­ 
ing for which there w a s no excuse. 
A ll those who listened W'ere convinc­ 
ed and went quietly 
to their homes, 
their hand® as free from the stain of 
blood a s when they starte d forth.

Classes Lynchers

M ILW A UK EE, 
July 14—“ E very man 
who participates in the lynching or the 
burning of a negro is a murderer, pure 
and simple.” 
This opinion was given by Associate 
Justice David J. Brewer of the supreme 
court of the United States, who is in the 
City on private busin"ss. 
“Of course.” explained Judge Brewer, 
“ there may Iso extenuation which might 
vary the degree of tho crime, but the 
principal participants In the crime can 


be held by any court in th e land for 
m urder in the second degree as if tho 
crime were committed by an individual. 
There is going to be a reaction against 
the atrocious crimes with which the p a­ 
pers have been filled.
